The Paulist Missionary Takes 


Exception to Prof. Fryer's 


Statement. 


BERKELEY, Oct. 24. 
The recent 
statement made by Professor John Fryer 
of the University of California that the 
Roman Catholic church had 
canonized 
Buddha, was denied by Eev. Bertrand 3J. 
Conway, Paulist missionary irom 
New 
York, when the question box was opened 
at Newman hall last night, following a 
sermon by Rev. Thomas Burke, Rev. 
Conway's associate in a series of mission 


Dr. Fryer spoke of the canonization ot 
Buddha at the celebration last week 01 
the 25th hundredth anniversary of the 
first preaching- of the celebrated Hindu 
by natives of India at the university; 
The question was put to Father Con- 
•nray last evening, and the answer follows. 
"It was stated in a university lecture 
_ few evenings ago that the Catholic 
church canonized Buddha. Is this true? 
Father Conway—"By no means, 
uur 
Questioner probably refers to Hie popular 
mediaeval legend of the Indian saints, 
Barlaam and Josaphat, which crept into 
the Roman martyrology about 1515 yia. 
Graven). Laboulags in 1859. was the first 
to call attention, to the resemblance of 
this romance to the legend of Buddha, as 
given in the Lalita vistara, or Chronicle 
of Northern Buddhism- Others have writ- 
ten of it like Llebrich in Germany, Max 
Muller and Rhys David in England, Bour- 
nouf in France, etc. 
"The Catholic church does not teach 
that all things inscribed in the Roman 
martyrology are absolutely true; the best 
proof is the history of the martyrology it- 
self which has been frequently corrected 
by order of the Holy See. Saints have 
been omitted, once scholars have shown 
that their acts were not authentic. 
"Canonization is a totally distinct thing 
from insertion of a saint's name in the 
martryology. Alban Butter in his "Lives 
of the Saints" Says of the matter: 
" 'Though Barlaam and Josaphat 
are 
names of two holy persons, the greater 
part of this piece is thought to be a 
parable or allegory.' 
"Since his time scholars have shown 
pretty closely that the legend of Buddha 
and the mediaeval legend of our two 
saints have a common origin; but this 
does not necessarily disprove the exist- 
ence of two Christian saints, whose real 
llstory has been prevented by legendary 
accretions. 
Compare the legend of St. 
eorge of England. 


THE ORIGINAL STORY. 
"The original story was 
written in 
•reek (attributed with no proof to St. 
John Damascene), and we have an Arabic 
manuscript of the llth century, in turn 
translated from the 
Syriac. 
"Western 
Burope received a later version in the 
12th century^ as we find it in the Spec- 
ulum Histonate of Vincent- da Beaurais 
(x 1264), and.the Golden Legend of James 
de Vorajive of Genoa .(x 1298). It was 
soon circulated all throughout 
Europe, 
Sermany, Italy, Spain, Poland, Bohemia, 
Sweden, Iceland; etc. 
: 
"The,names of these two saints appear 
in only two editions of the Roman mar- 
tyrology .by TJsuard, the ont> published; by 
Grever in 1515, and the other by Molamis 
in 1568, with a reference to a catalogue 
of the saints of no authority printed at 
Lyons in 1514 by Petries"»de Natalibus 
The eastern chroniclers mention it for the 
first time in a. Slavonic calendar of (the 
15th century now extant in St. Peters- 
ourg. 
"We can, therefore, admit that its in- 
sertion was simply a blunder of an un- 
critical compiler who mistook a legend 
for a true life of a saint without in 
any way compromising the authority of 
the church. Which of the two stories Is 
the earlier, we do not know. The Budd- 
hist narrative may be a later and con- 
fused version of a story of two Chris- 
tian converts, for we are not at all cer- 
tain of the ancient date ascribed to the 
Lalltavistara. 
This legendary 
Buddha 
may be one of the comparatively late in- 
terpolated episodes wherewith "the east- 
ern chronicles abound."

Hammers and other 
tools found on the premises were used 
to losen the combination and wrench It 
from tho safe door. A bolt was then used 
to ram the lock back into the safe, and

The burglar heard him com- 
ing and Jumped out of the rear win- 
dow Into the back yard, landing on 
sandy soil. 
Welch hurried down the 
stairs, stepped on a loose plank in 
the darkness and was precipitated to 
the basement, breaking his nose, in- 
Juringr his side and receiving-'numer- 
oua bruises of the body In the fall. 


FLIRTS WITH DEATH. 


Without thinking- of his Injuries the 


officer ran to an alley, where he en- 
countered his man, leveled his revol- 
ver at him and told him to surrender 
if he valued his life. 
"You had betr 
ter kill me," cried the burglar as he 
turned and ran to the street with the 
crippled policeman after him. 
Welch 


could have Killed his man, but did 
not want to do so and fired one shot 
in the air. &'he thief fled to Maple 
street, w.here the officer aimed .a sec- 
ond shot at ths legs, but missed. 
He was gaining- on the fugitive and

Edna Loftus, nn .Kngllsh mus'c hall 


singer, who as the wife of Harry Rhcin- 
strom, scion of a wealthy Cincinnati fam- 
ily, 
and at present an inmate 'of a Cali- 


fornia Btato asylum for the insane, has 
kept prominently before the public for 
some time, spent last .night in a room 
in the detention ward of the Receiving 
hospital.' The record at that institution 
Fhows that upon admission she was suf- 
fering from hysteria, incident "to an attack 
of alc.-lioH.7m, and in this conneolioii it 
developed today that the prospect of her 
coming into a. substantial sum of niohey 
frorn the Rheinstrom family with the un- 
derstanding that she would not oppose a 
suit for divorce to be brought by her in- 
competent husband through his guard- 
ian, 
was what caused the celebration. 


Attorney Ralph W. Bose of San Fran- 


cisco and a policeman of the Oakland 
force lodged Miss Loftus in the Receiving 
hospital. Hose, who bears the title of the 
world's champion hammer grower, has 
been leading counsel for the actress ever 
since her rich mother-in-law in Cincin- 
nati began her light to break the marital 
bonds that tie her to Harry. Hheinstrom, 
and it wag while the lawyer -was escort- 
ing; 
his client from San'Jose, where she 


has been living quietly at a .hotel for sev- 
eral months, to San Francisco, to be pres- 
er.t at the final settlement with, the 
Rheinstrorns, scheduled' to be made to- 
morrow, that Miss1 Loftus Imbibed more 
liquor than she could conveniently'con- 
tain. 


The moment she left San Jose with 


Rose, according to information given out 
today at tha Receiving - hospital, the ac- 
trass began drinking, and by the time she 
reached Oakland she was considerably 
u)ider the influence of liquor. Rose ^tried 
h:is best to keep her from "making a 
show" of herself, but cquld do nothing 
with her, and at the local depot of the 
Southern Pacific on Seventh street,, near 
Broadway, when Rose was about to put 
her aboard a train for the city she -went 
to pioces. With a shriek Bhe kicked both 
heels into tho air and'fell .to the street in 
a heap. She struggled and.'thrashed about 
until Hose-had to call a policeman. They 
carried her mto a candy store, followed 
by a crowd of people, and the officer sent 
in a hurry call for the police ambulance.

ATTORNEYS PAY. 


For many months negotiations

to her consenting -to a divorce for a 
financial consideration.

Miss Loftus ,has been without funds and 
according to the best information on 
this score Attorney Rose and his legal 
associate, Attorney G. R. Bartlett, have 
baen .furnishing the money to tide Miss 
Loftus over wnile the negotiations were 
pending.

This, together .with the legal services 


they have rendered in tha matter, has 


I cost them something 'Uie 56000 and 
ot 


I this sum It cost -them J600 to get Miss 
Loftus out of San Jose so that she could 
be present at' tho financial settlement 
tomorrow. The money, it is said, repre- 
sented a hotel bill and other obligations 
incurred by the actress. 
Attorney' Rose said this forenoon that 
the terms upon which Miss Loftus has 
agreed to let her incompetent husband 
secure a divorce represented a sub- 
stantial sum of money to be-paid by the 
Rheinstrom family, but 
he refused r.o 
state the amount. From another source, 
however, it was learned that $25,000 is 
the amount that will be paid to Miss 
Loftus tomorrow, and still another in- 
formant placed the sum.at 550,000. While, 
neither of these amounts may be correct 
the fact remains that there Is to be a 
settlement and that Miss Loftus will get 
a large sum In addition to the $6000 that 
her lawyers must- receive. 


MET IN NEW YORK. 
Harry Rheinstrom first met Miss Lof- 
tus in New York,; where she was filling 
a theatrical engagement. At that time 
she was a "headliner" .at one of Gotn- 
am's largest vaudeville houses, 
having 
come over from London with a. big repu- 
tation augmented, no doubt, by the fact 
that she was a sister of Cissie Loftus. 
Rheinstrom's father had died only a short 
time before and the young man 
was 
placed in charge of ths Immense liquor 
business of his sire, so at the time -he 
met Miss Loftus the 
young man had 
"money to burn" and from all accounts 
he made large bonfires of it out of his 
infatuation for Miss Loftus. 
His mother, It is said, in order to 
save the business left by her husband 
and in .the hope of redeeming bar son. 
had the young man committed 'to an 
Ohio Insane asylum. 
While young Rheinstrom. was thus in- 
carcerated. Miss Loftus appeared in: Cin- 
cinnati, and the; next thing that startle/l 
the country was the announcement thn.t 
with the aid of an automobile, the act- 
ress had kidnaped Rheinstrom from tli» 
retreat, taken him Into Kentucky and 
married him. When Rheinstrom's mother 
learned of this escapade she announced 
that she would- never recognize Miss Lof- 
tus as her daughter-in-law and that sa 
.long as her son remained her husband 
she -would do absolutely nothing more for 
Mm in a financial way. 


DRIFT TO COAST. 


Rhefhstrom and his bride drifted out to 
the coast on Miss Lqftus' money and 
settled on a small ranch in the southern 
part of the State. But they soon found 
that neither of them had been cut out for 
farmers. 
They lost what iittle money 
Miss Loftus still had in this venture and 
returned to city life, drifting from one 
California town to another until they 
wound up in Oakland. ; 
Here they pegged along In comparative 
poverty until finally title young 
man's 
mother relented to the .extent of agreeing 
to give him an allowance' of about $150 
a month. 
It is charged by Rheinstrom's friends 
that Miis Loftus derived all tha benefit 
of this remittance, spending the money 
•upon herself, and allowing her husband 
to go hungry. 
However 
this may be 
young Rheinstrom's mind gave way and 
he was committed "to .Dr. Lowell's san- 
itarium. 
His wifa w«int to San Fran- 
cisco and one night ,:flheinsfcrom. disap- 
peared from the sanitajrium in scant at- 
tire and: Joined her 
,| in the city. 
.Hfe 
mixed things up so lively over there that 
,the police- arrested him and he was re- 
turned to this side to be' committed a 
few days later to tho State asylum at 
Stockton, where'he has been since.

James Rolph, Jr., mayor-elect of San Francisco, is giving a 


fresh evidence of sound judgment in. refusing to allow himself to 
be drawn into the contest for the minor municipal of Sees'to be filled 
at the regular election. Having received a clear majority of all 
the votes cast at the primary, Mr. Rolph.was elected without hay- 
ing to go through a second campaign. But no Supervisors were 
elected: neither a District Attorney nor a Sheriff. 


Since 'the primary, friends .of candidates for the offices yat to 


be filled have sedulously endeavored to persuade Mr. Rolph to take 
a partisan part in these .contests. Some mistaken friends of good 
government worked themselves into the belief that he should de- 
clare his preferences in regard to Supervisorial candidates, and have 
tried to impress their views on him. To all urging on this point 
he has turned a deaf ear. He declines, to decide between candidates 
for other offices. 
He is absolutely right. 


Mr. Rolph says he was elected to be the Mayor of the whole 


people, not to be a boss. In the primary campaign he-refused to 
ally himself to any faction or candidate. He ran on a good-will 
?.nd get-together platform. 
Now that he is elected, he would be 


false to the professions he made prior to the primary election were 
he to enlist his influence as a partisan in the contests yet unde- 
cided. He would- provoke ill-feeling where there is now good, will 
and lay himself open to the charge of seeking to fill the other offices 
with candidates of his selection. There is practical wisdom in this 
resolve to abstain from any active part in the campaign on behalf 
of any candidate or set of candidates. 


Because he has been elected to serve as Mayor for four years 


his influence would be potent. For that very reason it is- ardently 
sought after. 
But he could not exert it without setting thorns in 


his path and breeding dissension, when he is seeking harmony. 
Moreover, he would be .misusing the influence with which the 
voters invested him when they elected him Mayor, He would vio- 
late the principles he laid down when he consented to become a 
candidate. If he should say who he wanted for Supervisors, Dis- 
trict Attorney and Sheriff all the moral influence of his high office 
would be exerted in behalf of certain candidates and against other 
candidates. Some have argued themselves into the belief that lie 
ought to .do-this, but their,reasoning is superficial-and sophistical. 
It is not for the Mayor to say who shall fill the offices, a That is 
the privilege and the duty of the voters. 


By remaining scrupulously faithful to his professions, Mr. 


Rolph will be in a position to ask the cordial co-operation of the 
officers hereafter to be chosen. He will be in a position to make 
his administration, as he aimed at the outset, harmonious and ef- 
fective, and will go into office free from the enmities he would un- 
'doubtedly excite were he to' engage as a partisan in the pending 
contests. 
His influence with his official coadjutors and advisers 


•will be all the stronger for his abstention from partisan conflicts.

General Thomas H. Barry, superintendent of the Military 


Academy at West Point, complains that Congressmen are largely 
to blame for the depleted classes at that institution. He says they 
pay their political debts' with appointments to the academy. 
In 


consequence many of the- appointees are unfit for one reason or 
another. A large proportion of them cannot pass the entrance ex- 
amination or are not up to the physical requirements. 


No doubt General Barry tells, the truth. Otherwise it would 


be difficult to account for the many failures to pass examinations 
and the large number of, dismissals "for moral and scholastic de- 
linquencies. 
If all appointments were based upon merit alone, 


upon qualifications proved,in open and free competition, so many 
misfits would, not be sent to the academy and the classes would, not 
be so small.

General Barry says a surprisingly large percentage of candi- 


dates for admission are next to illiterate and others are lacking in 
moral and physical qualifications that could easily have been ascer- 
tained at home, with a big saving, in expense.to both-1 the unsuc- 
cessful candidate and. the government. 
Many districts have gone 


unrepresented through the failure of the principal and even two or 
three alternates. 
Out of 878 candidates who were examined, only 


263 qualified- for entrance. This number was obtained only after 
three examinations, and the class was finally closed with fifty-seven 
vacancies. At the examination last January, there were 5.53 can- 
didates and only 170 passed. . 
. 
• 


- This is conclusive proof that Congressmen give appointments 


to the academy without any regard to fitness. It is true' that the 
physical requirements are rigorous while the scholastic attain- 
ments demanded are of an especially high order, but'even so, com- 
petitive examinations at home would enormously lessen the num- 
ber of, failures at the-academy. Social, political and family influ- 
ences are responsible for a -great majority of the failures. Because 
they, rather than the good of the service, is regarded, it is \vell nigh 
impossible to keep the classes any way near full. 
Yet there are 


plenty of good preparatory schools in the land and any number of 
bright, capable,-ambitious young men whp would like to enter the 
military profession. .Because they cannot get into West Point some 
of these young men enlist as privates arid work their way up from 
the ranks. 
- 


That was the case with a son of Rear Admiral John C. Watson, 


now a captain -in the army. He fitted himself to pass examination 
at West Point, but failed to get an appointment. He enlisted as 
a "private soldier, and had, a lieutenant's .commission as quickly as 
he would have got it by going through the academy. He was a 
fit boy who could not get an appointment while shoals of unfit boys 
were 'sent to the academy only to be turned away..

POPULATION 
OF 
CHINA 


Chinese politicians, when they come to 


this country, do not lose the fertile and 
picturesque Imagination 
that 
pervades 


their natural literature. When Mr. C. S. 
•Gunn, of the Young 1 China Association, 
says "that 400,000,000 of the 426,000,000 
people in China are in sympathy with the 
movement,:1 of which the elusive air. Sun 
Tat Sen is the reputed leader, he puts 
a fine touch of statistical . impartiality 
upon his figures by saying that "advices 
received show" them to be" "probably cor- 
rect. 


The most trustworthy estimate of the 


population o£ the Chinese empire was 
made by one American Minister, about 
ttve years ago, alter careful study of all 
the data, official 
or other, 
that were 


available. It axed the approximate total 
at 270,000,000. This estimate agreed sub- 
stantially with, that made about nftcec 
years since by French scientists connected 
with, the government of Tonquin in tho 
South. 
Chinese official estimates have 


been in the neighborhood o:I 400,000,000, 
an Increase of some 50 per cent over any 
figures of which trustworthy support has 
been found by foreign Investigators. The 
size of tho population does not, however,, 
affect the merits of the insurrectionary or 
reform movement. If that commands the 
^active sympathy of even one-half of the 
people of China, the JlancJiu dynasty will 
be overthrown, though whar. may 
hap- 


pen afterward it would 'be rash to try to 
predict.—New .York Timos. 


VEHICLE 
A CCIDENTS 


The report of the .National Highways 


Protective society on vehicle accidents In 
this city, during the month of September 
presents an array of facts that in some 
respects are-quite different from what is 
popularly b.elie.ved. It is shown that au- 
tomobiles kiljed but 11 persons during the 
month, while trolleys killed 14 and 
was- 


cns 17. .One was killed 'by a runaway. 
But on the other, hand, automobiles in- 
jured 107, while tha trolleys injured 67 
and wagons 60. Thus it is seen that tho 
automobile, which Is supposed to bs the 
most dangerous of vehicles, has a smaller 
proportion of .killed to those injured than 
either the trolley or the wagon, while the 
wagon has the largest proportion. 


Another Interesting-fact Is that of the 


43 persons killed only 20 were children. 
It has been generally supposed xhat chil- 
dren playing in the streets are more care- 
less than adults and that accidents tc 
them are much In ..excess of those ta 
grown people. The. facts show otherwise. 
The child may seem more reckless than 
his elders, but he has keener eyes and 
quicker limbs:

chances and .get away in safety.

of accidents at railroad 


crossings for the state shows a total oi 
seven for the month, with three persons 
killed and 12 injured.

-Mama, fire," when the kindly neighbors 
call and do what they can for the strick- 
CnGeorgey'Washlngton. the live-year-pM 
boy born on Washington's birthday, talks 
continuously and asks endless • questions 
in an effort to understand why his rnotn- 
er does not come home; why Ins father 
remained all night at a neighbor's House 
and why brother Saodro Slant 
come 
home last night. 
Anita, the 14-year-old big sister, the 
little mother of them all. held the baby 
this morning, quieted George Washing- 
ton's clamoring and ordered the other 
children about, as she told how her 
paralyzed, invalid mother, barely able to 
walk, had undertaken to light a. defect- 
ive gas stove in the kitchen; how the 
gas had flamed up and enveloped her 
mother's body and how the rriotber, help- 
loss to move, had been transformed Into 
a. human torch as the fire seared and 
burned her. 


BABIES AT HOME. 


The older children were at work, the 
Intermediates were at school, and only 
the babieg were at home, playing in the 
back yard, when the tragedy happened. 
The cries of agony of the burning wo- 
man summoned help from the neighbors. 
Miss Bertha Arents, well known to the 
concert stage as a gifted singer; Mr,s. 
Edgar M. Prake, Mrs. Adolph Delucca 
and Mrs. W. Kennedy, heard the cries ot 
Mrs. Martiolli and rushed to her rescue. 
The house was then full of smoke and 
ablazo. 
In tha center of the kitchen 
the woman's body was still burning. The 
firemen, saved the house but could do 
nothing for the woman. 
Dr. Harold A. 
Miller worked for a couple of hours, 
trying to ease the victim. 
Then the 
ambulance took the woman to the Ala- 
meda sanitarium where medical treat- 
ment was possible but the case was past 
human aid and death's intervention a 
few hours later was a merciful relief. 
Mrs. Martiolli was born in Italy and 
was 51 years old. She and her husband 
•were married in their native land and 
four of the seven children were 
born ( 
there. The skies of Italy were fair and [ 
smiling but the babies came fast and the I 
money came slow, so Martiolli decided to 
come to the new world 
where wages 
•were better, opportunity greater and cli- 
mate equally good. 
The husband is a machinist and two 
of the boys, Sanfiro and Peter, are also 
working, all three being employed at 
the United Engineering 
Works. 
The 
younger children of school age were sent 
to Longfellow school. Anita, Julio and 
Mary are on the Longfellow school reg- 
ister. George Washington stayed at home 
dreaming of the time a year hence when 
he could start to school, and Katherine 
rolled on the floor and played in the back 
rard, her chief concern being that her 
bottle was at hand •when needed. 


DIES FOR BABY. 


It was to warm a bottle of milk for •' 
her baby which caused Mrs. Martiolli to 
start the fire in the gas stove which led 
to the tragedy. 
The baby was old to 
be on the bottle but the mother had 
been sick for months. She had been in 
hospitals at different times but secured 
no permanent relief from the creeping 
paralysis and other ailments. 
According- to tha law, Martiolli had an- 
other Industry besides being a machin- 
ist. 
The law found last week that he 
had been selling liquor without a license. 
Twelve men sat in Judge R. E. Tappan's 
court e.nd found him guilty. 
Last Fri- 
day he came up for sentence and was 
fined $200 cash or 100 days in jail. 
He 
was given until yesterday morning to pay 
his fine. 


Even a machinist with steady 
work 
finds it difficult to provide for a family 
and Martiolli was evidently worried over 
raising that 5200. Ho took an 
appeal 
yesterday morning and will fight the case 
through a higher court.

streets for $300,000 to a. syndicate head- 
ed by Joseph F. Garlston, president of the 
Centra) Nationa! Bank, K. M. Fitzgerald 
and others, and the same week tho First 
Methodist Church property at Fourteenth 
and Clay streets was sold 'to nractically. 
the same coterie of financiers for. $275.000, 
through th& I^aymance Real Estate Com- 
pany. 
The building must be 'vacated by 


April 21, 1912, according: to the terms of 
sale. 
The First Presbyterian property 


must be turned over by the first of Feb- 
ruary next year. 


With but a few more1, months' occu- 
pancy left, and with the p}ans in both 
instances for 
the 
construction of new 


houses of worship still unsettled, the 
con- 
gregations face a discontinuance of serv- 
ices unless gome 
arrangement .can be 


made for a.n extension of time or for 
some suitable auditorium. 
It will take 


nearly a year longer for the completion 
of tho building's, even in the event that 
plans are agreed upon by the boards of 
directors^ in 
the near future. 
General 


plans have been agreed upon in both in- 
stances, but contemplated .alterations have 
held the matter from final settlement.
